He will go immediately after the 
convening of the regular session of 
congress on December 2. 


•WHITE HOUSE STATEMENT. 


The Whits House announcement 


follows: 


"The President expects to sail for 


France Immediately after the open- 
ing of the regular session of con- 
sress, for the purpose of taking part 
In the discussion and settlement of 
the main features of the treaty ot 
peace. It is not likely that it will 
be 
possible 
for

throughout the sessions of the for- 


>mal peace conference, but his pres- 


ence. at the outset is necessary in or- 
der to obviate the manifest disad- 
vantages of discussion by cable In 
'determining the greater outlines of 
the final treaty about which he must 
necessarily be consulted. He will be 
accompanied by delegates who will 
sit as the representatives of the 
fnlted States throughout the confer- 
ence. 


'The names 
of the delegates will 


be presently announced." 


STAY INDEFINITE. 


How long the President will re- 


main abroad he himself probably can 
not say now. The time for the con- 
vening of the peace conference has 
not yet been announced, but the gen- 
eral belief here is that it can not be 
assembled before late in December, 
at the earliest. If such proves the 
case, the rPesident will absent from 
the country for at least a month ana 
probably longer. 


PLANS NOT MADE PUBLIC. 


What plans the President may have 


for his trip other than to attend the 
opening of the peace conference and 
to 
participate 
in

sociated nations which will precede 
It, have not been revealed. He un- 
doubtedly will be accompanied by 
Mrs. Wilson, and it is expected here 
that besides visiting Paris, where 
the peace congress probably will be 
held, he will go to London and pos- 
ribly to Brussels and Rome.

London, Monday, Nov. IS.—Herbert 


H. Asqulth, former premier, In deliv- 
ering an election speech at Caxton 
hall, Westminster today, said that 
when the whole future International 
development of the world was In tbe 
crucible It was both a blunder and a 
calamity that the country should be 
plunged Into the tumult of a general 
election. 


&o said his case agair.Gt holding an 


election was greatly strengthened by 
the fact that the men most entltl'ed to 
express an opinion on the re-consti- 
tution of affairs—the soldiers in the 
field—would be unable to vote. The 
House of Commons, which will be 
brought into existence he said will be 
of such a nature as to lack the right 
authority. 


He said he was prepared to give 


fullest support to any 
government 


which grappled with the problems of 
reconstruction on progressive lines 
but he added: 


"When the lion and the lamb He 


down together, it sometimes is found 
that the lion has not lost its taste lor 
live mutton." 


Mr. Asquith contended that the 


country was as 
much 
agreed on 


peace aims as -t had previously been 
In accord on war aims and that the 
international council chamber would 
act with the indisputable mandate of 
a united people. 


Moreover, he said, there was no 


vital divergence about needful trans- 
itional measures at home necessitat- 
ing 
immediate 
elections, 
referring 


particularly to the restraint in criti- 
cism and in debate khich has prevail- 
ed Mr, Asquith continued: 


"We must get back as soon as pos- 


sible to the old atmosphere of free- 
dom 
There is no government and 


no parliament but will benefit there- 
by. 
I advise the liberals to take 


a straightforward course; 
to 
keep 


their eyes open and their 
hands 


clean." 


Mr. Asquith declared that the value 


of free trade had been proved by the 
war, 
because it had enabled Great 


Britain to bear virtual!^ the whole 
heavy burden of the alliance. 


He said the abnormal conditions un- 


der which the country has been liv- 
ing for the last four years must be 
ended 
He referred, not merely to 


restrictions on personal liberty and 
freedom of speech, but said even com- 
pulsory military

must 
be
